We’re very pleased to offer Part Two of the Rudman Collection of Mexican Coins in conjunction with the New York 
International Numismatic Convention. 

Similar to part one that took place this past August, this selection illustrates an impressive passion for the Spanish 
Colonial coinage of Mexico, this time through its silver issues. For the collector, this should mean several things. 
Perhaps of the greatest material importance is that, unlike the gold issues sold in August, most of these silver 
counterparts have relatively modest estimates.. .and therefore give collectors at all budget levels a chance to own one 
of the finest pedigrees in all of Mexican numismatics. 

The Pillar issues of Philip V, Ferdinand VI and Charles III make up a particularly important part of this sale. Not only is 
the type, featuring the Pillars of Hercules, widely collected by Mexican specialists, but as a coin that widely circulated 
throughout the United States, it is also fondly admired by many U.S. colonial specialists. A particularly fine example 
in the Rudman Collection is his Ferdinand VI 8 Reales of 1756. Graded MS64 by NGC, this example boasts semi- 
reflective luster and a sharp strike. The eye-appeal is undeniably fresh for this issue, and for the sub-type that features 
a differently styled crown over the pillars, it is the only graded MS64, with a single MS65 of a different date residing 
in the NGC census. While there are many other rarer pillar issues (in the absolute sense) in the collection, we also 
feel compelled to mention a 1761 -dated 2 Reales from the reign of Charles III graded MS64 by NGC. While the date 
is reasonably available, the eye-appeal of this example, with it bright rainbow highlights, is truly mesmerizing. For 
those able to do so, viewing this piece in hand is definitely worth doing, as a mere photograph cannot do this piece 
true justice. 

Several other outstanding highlights come from the ephemeral reign of Augustin de Iturbide. Struck for a period of 
only two years, yet offering numerous bust types, these issues have long captivated collectors. Worthy of particular 
note is an 1822 8 Reales with a long, smooth neck truncation. This coin, graded MS64 by NGC, is the epitome of an 
original coin, with richly blended earthen hues in the open fields and fiery multicolored accents that cling to the raised 
design. As the single finest graded, it’s unlikely that a finer coin exists, and with the added provenance of the Virgil 
Brand and Emery May Norweb collections, it’s a coin that rightfully merits legendary status. 

Of course, many other treasures lie within, so be sure to browse carefully. 

Also, as the inaugural second-Sunday offering (January 10th) for Heritage at the NYINC, we would be remiss if we 
didn’t include a friendly reminder. Please stick around with us and help up make the “official” closing of the NYINC 
with the sale of the David Vice Collection of British Commonwealth Coins and the Rudman Collection of Mexican 
Coins as successful as our “official” NYINC opening on January 3rd will be.

Hairlines) NGC, Mexico City mint, KM65. Heavily circulated 
with all details still clear and rather wholesome for the grade. An 
elusive and collectible date in any grade - altogether missing in 
the Norweb and Patterson groups - usually found in damaged 
condition and no examples of which are currently listed in NGC’s 
population report.

NGC, Mexico City mint, KM75.1. Well detailed with little actual 
wear and wiping evidence mostly evident on the obverse, where 
two small scratches are also seen at 2 o’clock. Despite the noted 
defects, a wholesome, well above-average and attractive example 
of this rare date. The apparently very rare reverse die used to 
strike this piece features a MF/F overassayer variety and was not 
present in either the Norweb and Gerber examples of the dates. 
Interestingly, a recently sold example of the very rare MX-F 
variety (Stack’s Bowers 1/2015, lot 1250) featured a different 
reverse die from the present piece, a clear evidence that at least 
two dies with the “F” assayer initial were produced for the Real 
denomination. As noted previously, an appealing and quite desir¬ 
able example of this rare issue, eminently collectible despite the 
noted defects.

The present coin - currently the second finest 
in NGC’s census - ranks indeed as one of the finest extant and 
vastly desirable as such: it is clearly superior to both the Gerber 
(Spink America 12/1995, lot 161: a Fine, plugged example) and 
Patterson (Bonham’s 7/1996, lot 79: a pierced and chopmarked 
coin) specimens (the date was absent from the generally compre¬ 
hensive Norweb group).

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

Heritage Auctions is pleased to present for sale the David Vice Collection of British Commonwealth Coins. The author 
of the invaluable reference book The Coinage of British West Africa & St. Helena , 1684-1958, David Vice is probably 
the world’s foremost expert on the coinage of British colonial Africa. In addition to being a scholar, however, he is 
also a collector; indeed, his personal collection formed the basis of his book. Yet even after the book’s publication, he 
continued to collect, and there are many excessively rare pieces in his collection that are unlisted in the book. 

The collection presented here has a particular focus on Sierra Leone and British West Africa, and likely represents 
one of the most complete, if not the single most complete, collections of coins of those areas ever assembled. Not 
just notable for its comprehensiveness, however, the collector was quite grade-conscious. Indeed, as we cataloged 
this collection, we found ourselves comparing it to the Diana and Arielle Collections, the two other major collections 
of Sierra Leone and British West Africa that have sold in recent years and time and again the Vice collection proved 
to be both more thorough in its possession of rarities as well as on the whole in better grade. There are a number of 
coins in this collection that have no modern public offerings, either in this condition or simply ever for that particular 
type or variety, and we expect many new auction records to be set. 

From Sierra Leone, the highlight is certainly seeing a complete run of proof coinage from 1791. But in terms of 
individual standouts, the silver proof 1791 1/1 Dollar is the clear choice. One of just 5 known, it is a type missing from 
most major collections, and an essential piece for the collector of world crowns. In the lofty grade of PR64, it is likely 
the most coveted Sierra Leone coin in existence. 

Though British West Africa is historically not as popular with collectors as Sierra Leone, seeing a presentation of BWA 
coins as complete as the one on offer here will surely arouse interest in even the amateur numismatist. The singular 
highlight of that selection, and perhaps of the entire collection, is a George V tin-brass 2 Shillings from 1928, graded 
by NGC as MS62. If the Sierra Leone 1/1 dollar is extremely rare as one of just five pieces known, the George V is an 
ultra-rarity, with just two examples in private hands, and this likely being the finer of the two. With a pedigree going 
back to both R.J. Ford and now Vice, this is a coin certain to excite the collector of British Commonwealth coins. 

Though we are proud to sell the David Vice Collection, we are perhaps even more honored to have been selected to 
catalog it, as this catalog will surely be used as a standard reference on the series for years to come. This is certainly 
a once-in-a-generation opportunity to view and study these fascinating coins, and we are excited to see how the 
market responds to them.

From the collec¬ 
tor: “The rarest currency coin in the BWA series. One of only two 
known in private hands. This example ex R.J. Ford collection.” 
And that, succinctly put, is what makes this such a special piece. 
Of the highest rarity, with our research suggesting that the collec¬ 
tor (who, after all, is the expert on the subject) is correct that there 
are only two in private hands and another two in museums. The 
other available piece has actually been on the market recently, 
and provides a good graph of the popularity of this extreme 
rarity.

Only one other specimen known and this made £2,000 ($3,000) 
as Lot 1467 in the Diana collection Part 2.” To add a little more 
color to the collector’s description, the piece on offer here seems 
to be higher grade than the Diana Collection specimen (which, it 
should be noted, was subsequently added to the Arielle Collection 
and resold in September, 2013), lacking the few scattered surface 
marks that that piece has. For the sake of thoroughness, we should 
point out that there are some small scratches on the reverse, some 
in the left metal strip and some just to the left of the date, which 
were perhaps done intentionally by an official at the mint. A most 
unusual piece, and a rare opportunity to acquire this near-unique 
bimetallic pattern.

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file.
